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NDP wants green light for Fort Erie track festival

Andrea Horwath wants an 
answer from the province 
about plans for the Year of 
the Horse Festival at Fort 
Erie Race Track. 

The NDP leader stood in 
Queen's Park last week and 
demanded an answer about 
whether or not the provin¬ 
cial government will provide 
funding for the proposed 
festival. 

The festival is expected to 
coincide with the Chinese 
new year, and the Chinese 
celebration of the year of the 
horse, in January. 


Fort Erie Live Racing 
Consortium developed the 
festival in response to a new 
five-year, $4-million sustain¬ 
ability plan for the Ontario 
horse-racing industry out¬ 
lined by Premier Kathleen 
Wynne in October. 

Before the FELRC can go 
ahead with the proposed 
festival, it must receive 
approval from Wynne. 

Wynne has yet to respond 
to the consortium's proposal 
and the clock is ticking with 
the Chinese new year also 
beginning in January, 
Horwath said. 

"Fort Erie was given an 
option to come up with a 


seasonal festival and the 
FELRC submitted the Year of 
the Horse Festival," Horwath 
said in Queen's Park. 

"They need to know by the 
end of the year if they can go 
ahead with this festival. 

"When will the govern¬ 
ment respond to this ques¬ 
tion?" she asked. 

Horwath said supporting 
the festival is "the bare mini¬ 
mum step" the government 
could take to keep the race¬ 
track open in Fort Erie. 

She also called on the gov¬ 
ernment to reinstate the 
Slots-at-Racetracks program 
for the long-term viability of 
the racetrack. 


Rural Affairs Minister Jeff 
Leal said the government is 
working with the consor¬ 
tium as outlined in the five- 
year sustainability plan that 
was put in place this year. 

"We have asked them to 
submit a plan. We were pro¬ 
viding them with financial 
support to get that plan in." 

He added that the group 
will apply for funding from 
the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food to hire a consul¬ 
tant for assistance in devel- 

and find support and spon¬ 
sorship for the festival.

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Hang up cell phones 
at meetings: councillor

Turn off the phone 
already, a Niagara Falls 
regional councillor is 
exhorting her colleagues. 

Niagara Falls Coun. 
Barb Greenwood says 
counriUors' "abuse" of their 
cellphones during meet¬ 
ings is behind a motion 
she'll deliver today, asking 
councillors to ban cell¬ 
phones around the table. 

Councillors getting calls 
has become a problem this 
term, she said—and taking 
a call means diverting one's 
attention from the meet¬ 
ing. 

"You're elected to do a 
job. Part of that job isn't 
doing your second job at 
council because you're 
bored," Greenwood said. 

"My tabletop vibrates 
every two minutes. That to 
me is disruptive because it 
irritates me to no end." 

Greenwood put council¬ 
lors on notice during the 
last council meeting that 
her motion would be com¬ 
ing. 

The move comes against 
a backdrop of an increas¬ 
ingly digital council. Several 
councillors bring tablets 
and laptops to council, with 


a handful occasionally 
tweeting live updates from 
the chamber 

And it comes after com- 

from Regional Chair Gary 
Burroughs, who said coun¬ 
cillors went through a 
phase of messaging each 
other during meetings, 
even influencing votes. 

Last Friday, Burroughs 
said that stopped when 
councillors were told their 
texts were recoverable. 

But he expressed reser¬ 
vations about a cellphone 

"The problem when 
you're setting a firm rule is 
you miss out on some of 
the (benefits)," Burroughs 

He said some people, 
such as chief medical offi¬ 
cer Val laeger, must have 
their phone on at all times. 

Some councillors, he 
said, also need the phones 
for emergency calls. 

Burroughs figured 

Greenwood's motion could 
change by the time it reach¬ 
es the council floor. 

Other councils, 
Greenwood said, ban cell¬ 
phones, including provin¬ 
cial parliament 

"In Kingston you hand 
'em in at the door," she 


"You are in a very 
important meeting. You 
can be pulled out of the 
meeting and someone can 
notify you and come and 
get you if there's an emer¬ 
gency." 

Greenwood said the use 
of cellphones is a genera¬ 
tional issue. But she said 
the problem has become 

council. 

She couldn't say if cell¬ 
phone use between coun¬ 
cillors had an impact on 

For Pelham Mayor Dave 
Augustyn, often spotted on 
his laptop during meetings, 
such technology offers 
communication opportu¬ 
nities. Augustyn said he 
tweets and posts council 
updates to Facebook, to a 
positive response from 
constituents. 

He said phones have use 
at council for their smart¬ 
phone aspects. 

"I think cellphones are so 
much more than phones 
now. They are a means of 
communicating," he said. 

"Certainly phone calls 
have to be used judiciously, 
if there's an emergency."

"People were coming out all 
night, right up until around 3 
a.m.,'' Sec said.

"Although it was a very long and 
cold night, all of the camp-e rs 
had the luxury of warm clothes, 
hot coffee, and people dropping 
off hot food all night long," 
Coplen said. 

"Those are things that a 
growing portion of our soci¬ 
ety do not have access to. 
None if us even remotely felt 
that we faced the magnitude 
of challenges that homeless 
people face every day." 

In Niagara-on-the-Lake on 
Saturday, there was an out¬ 
door sound and light show 
projected onto downtown 
buildings to simulate flames. 
There was also the premiere 
showing of a film that docu¬ 
ments the burning of what is 
now known as "the prettiest 
town in Canada." It was fol¬ 
lowed by fireworks. 

The event continues Tuesday 
with a proclamation and 
unveiling of a flag at the 
Niagara- on-the-Lake court¬ 
house followed by a torch¬ 
light procession through the 
cemetery at St. Mark's 
Church. 

Flames Over Niagara was 
organized by 1812 military 
reenactment groups and his¬ 
torical groups on both sides 
of the border. 

It is the only bi-national coor¬ 
dinated event to be held dur¬ 
ing the commemorative peri-

Large bonfires were lit at the 
Jarvis St. coal docks in Fort Erie 
and at Squaw Island in Buffalo, 
N.Y., to mark the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of the "Burning of Niagara." 
"Nearly 200 years ago, everything 
on both sides of the border was 
burnt to the ground and every¬ 
one was left homeless,” said

Erie 1812 Bicentennial 
Committee and the Second 
Lincoln Artillery. 

"So, we decided to commemo¬ 
rate the burning as well as raise 
awareness of the fact that, today, 
there are still people who are 
homeless."

Hiring forecast sunny for Fort Erie 


Those looking for work in Fort Erie 
should be encouraged by new data from 
the latest Manpower Employment 
Oudook Survey. 

Fort Erie area employers are expect¬ 
ing a hopeful hiring climate for the first 
quarter of 2014, the survey reports. 

In a press release, Andrea Mancini, of 
Manpower's St. Catharines office said 
the survey reveals that 17% of employers 
plan to hire for the upcoming quarter 
which runs from January to March. 

Only 7% of employers anticipate cut¬ 
backs during that time. 

Another 73 % of employers plan to 
maintain their current staffing levels in 
the upcoming quarter, while 3% cent are 
unsure about their hiring intentions. 

“With seasonal variations removed 
from the data, Fort Erie's first quarter 
Net Employment Outlook of 16 % is an 
increase of two percentage points when 
compared to the previous quarterly 
Outlook,” Mancini said. 

“It is also a 10 percentage point 


increase from the Oudook reported dur¬ 
ing the same time last year, indicating a 
favourable hiring pace for the upcoming 
months,” she added. 

Byrne Luft, vice-president of 
Operations for Manpower Canada said 
"a respectable national hiring climate" is 
projected in the upcoming quarter. 

"Employers in the construction indus¬ 
try are again anticipating the strongest 
payroll gains, however most new jobs in 
the sector are expected in Western 
Canada and Ontario. Nationally, though 
job creation continues at a steady pace, 
many of the gains are expected to occur 
in lower-paying sectors," he said. 

The Manpower Employment Outlook 
Survey is conducted through Manpower, 
an organization that provides employ¬ 
ment services around the world. The 
survey is completed quarterly to mea¬ 
sure employers' intentions to hire or 
reduce the number of employees in 
their workforce during the approaching

Triple-A hockey players in 
Niagara will face a game¬ 
changing decision from the 
Ontario Minor Hockey League 

The OMHA plans to move 
from a three-zone structure to 
a two-zone structure next sea¬ 
son by eliminating the Niagara 
Falls Rivermen teams. The 
changes will impact players 
from Fort Erie, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and Niagara Falls, said 
Fort Erie Minor Hockey presi¬ 
dent Mallot said. 

The changes will see players 
from Fort Erie trying out for the 
Welland southern tier and 
NOTL players playing in St. 
Catharines. 

Mallot said changes have 
been brought about because 
the OMHA has been looking for 
an agreement since last lanuary 
between the three minor hock¬ 
ey associations. The new board 
was expected to solve a dis- 

increased board representation 


for Fort Erie and NOTL but 
negotiations have stalled. 

Mallot said he supports the 
OMHA’s decision to eliminate 
the Niagara Falls teams because 
he doesn't feel there are enough 
players in Niagara to support 
three zones. 

“A natural fit would be sepa¬ 
rating the region into Niagara 
north and Niagara south,” he 
said. 

Mallot said minor hockey is 
shrinking in Canada for “a 
number of different reasons” 
including cost. 

“We just can't maintain the 
numbers. If you look at Fort 
Erie alone, we have lost 25 to 
30% of kids over the last 10 
years," he said. 

“It would be safe to say 
Niagara Falls, NOTL and Fort 
Erie have lost the same amount 
of players.” 

Michael Cressman, who has 
played and coached for the 
Niagara Falls triple-A teams, 
doesn't agree with Mallot and 
has been fighting for the life of 
the triple-A teams. 

Cressman said he stepped in 
because he couldn’t stand to 
see the teams, which range 
from tyke to major midget, fold 
without giving it his best effort. 

Cressman is working with 
former NHL players Rick Vaive 
and Steve Ludzik on a proposal 
to revitalize the Rivermen. 
Cressman has also attempted 
to negotiate with the Fort Erie 
and NOTL league presidents 
over the constitutional issues 
which he thought he had
